JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates via San Francisco extend to the 24th Dec. The London 
mail of Oct. 28 arrived out on the 17th Dec. 

The following items are from the Japan Mail :— 

Orders have been given to prosecute the works for the railway 
between Kobe and Osaka with the greatest activity. It has been 
decided by Mr. Morel to pass under three of the rivers whose beds 
are raised considerably above the level of the plain. Three other 
large rivers in the neighbourhood of Osaka will be spanned with 
iron bridges of considerable length, the largest being close upon 
300 yards ; with these exceptions the works will be of a light 
character. A large reinforcement to the existing railway staff will 
be despatched hence in the course of a few days. It has been de- 
cided to erect the station on one of the large islands of the main 
river, and in the very centre of the city. The Government are 
awake to the immense importance of tapping the rich district 
lying to the northward and westward of the Biwa lake. To effect 

is it is proposed immediately to continue the railway from 
Osaka to a point near Kioto on the southern shore of the lake. 
Reference to any map will show the extent of country which 
would thus be thrown into communication with a shipping port. 
The lake is navigable by small steamers throughout its whole 
great length from north to south. : ; 

It is not easy to conceive anything worse than the aspect of 
commercial matters in Yokohama at this moment. Business is 
utterly at a standstill; nay more, it is paralysed, and ina very 
serious state of collapse. ‘Ihe sales and deliveries of imports are 
on the most limited possible scale, the purchases of exports have 
dwindled to nothing, there is no money to be had except at ruinous 
rates, and nothing is to be heard among merchants but lamenta- 
tions at such an untoward condition of affairs. 

It is reportod that members of the different commercial com- 
panies or guilds in Yedo will proceed by the out-going American 
steamer via San Francisco to Europe, with the object of making 
themselves acquainted with our systems of manufactures, agri- 
culture, &c. 

The men-of-war in harbour at Yokohama at present are :-— 
British: Rinaldo and Ringdove ; French : Dupleir, Venus, Linois 
and Alma; American: Benicia and Idaho: North German: 
Hertha and Medusa ; Russian: Almaz. 

The railway bridge across the Tokaido at ‘Kanagawa is now 
open to the public for traffic. 

The Castle town of the ‘li-ka-mon-no Kami family is Hikone, 
in the province of Omi. - There has lately been another instance 
of the /kki, or popular tumult, to one of which we called atten- 
tion not long ago. The peasants of about 250 villages in the 
Hikone territory on the 2Uth day of the 9th month made a dis- 
turbance, advanced against the front gate of the Castle, and 
fired three ehots against it. The cause of this was that the 
Finance official, Sawada Sohichi, originally {a merchant named 
Komeya Sohichi (evidently a grain-dealer), was a great finan- 
cier, and foreseeing the course of events, had on the pre- 
vious month bought up nearly all the rice in the,clan and at 
Osaka ; that a great storm on the 18th had raised the price 
of rice enormously, and that he had made a profit of 70,000 rios 
by selling his stores. It is further stated that the populace had 
been excited by a story of his using supernatural means to bring 
about this storm, and that this, added to his bad reputation with 
the people, had caused the disturbance ; that they had demolished 
his town residence, country house, and residence of his relations, 
and had destroyed all his furniture; that Sohichi fled to the 
Castle, and in pursuing him they had fired at the gate. A number 
of two-sworded retainers appear to have taken part in the tumult, 


.which at one time threatened to ,be serious, but, by the use of 


mili force it was at length put down. The affair was over in

VISIT OF SIR HARRY PARKES To KISHIU. 

The Hiogo News thus teports the visit of Sir Harry Parkes :— 

His Excellency Sir Harry Parkes, accompanied by Lady Parkes, 
Mr. Gower, H. M M.'s Consul for Hiogo and Osaka, Capt. St. John, 
RN., and Mr. Aston, arrived at Wakanura in H.B.M.’s Sylvia, at 
da ight on the morning of 22nd November, on a visit to the 
Prince of Kishiu. A large temple had been prepared for theit 
feception, and furnished throughout in European style ; the rooms 
atid extetsive corridots were lined,with handsome screens, and the 
floors covered with blankets and rich carpets, while the verandahs 
‘were hung with heavy purple crape curtains, on which were the 

ince’s crest. The grounds, which are very extensive and hilly, 
Ate beautifully laid out, and the shrubs, even to the summit of the 
hilt exquiltely trained and trimmed. The party landedat nine a.m., 
and were received by some high officials and a guard of honour, 
&nd conducted to their residence. Soon after Sir Harry Parkes, 
Mr. Gower, and suite proceeded on horses to Wakayama (about two 
arid a-half miles distant), escorted by a detachment of Lancers, 
and visited his Highness the Prince, who received his visitors in the 
Btate Reception Room of the Castle. Shortly after two o'clock the 
Prince returned the visit, and paid his respects to Lady Parkes. 
The slight nervousness which his Highness exhibited in the morn- 
ing had now completely disappeared, and he was at once on the 
most friendly terms with all present. Having taken leave of 
Lady Parkes, he proceeded on board the Si, accompanied 
by Sir Harry Parkes, Captain St. John, Mr. Gower, and officers, 
in the steam launch, and was shown over the vessel. At the 
Yequest of his Highness, a shot was fired, the progress of which 
he watched with considerable interest. In the evening Sir 
Harry and Lary Parkes, accompanied by Mr. Gower, Captain St. 
John, Lieutenant Holland, and Messrs. Aston and Sanders, went 
to the Castle to dinner, escorted by the Lancers and a numerous 
crowd of coolies with lanterns. In the absence of her High- 
ness (who was indisposed) a relative of the Princess received 
Lady Parkes, and bore herself throughout the evening with 
such ladylike ease and grace as to excite the admiration of 
all present. The dinner was a very sumptuous one ; very long, 
very well served, and might have been very tedious, if not for the 
indefatigable exertions of Messrs. Gower and Aston, who con- 
trived to keep up a most animated conversation. With coffee, 
some Japanese music was introduced, such as is scldom heard, and 
of so sweet and melodious a nature as at once to arrest the atten- 
tion of all the guests, and to cause regret at its cessation. At 
eleven o’elock the separ d broke up, his Highness and’ his visi- 
tors equally delighted with the pleasant evening that had been 


The next day Sir Harry and Lady Parkes and party rode out to 
% temple called Nugero, about fifteen miles distant, and greatly 
admired the sarroan dog. unds and scenery. After having 
skid of tiffin, which had been sent out, the party returned to 

akanura, and passed the evening quietly. 1¢ was noticeable 
that throughout the route taken by his Excellency and party— 
alike in streets, high roads and fields—the people were all on 
theit knees while the somewhat lengthy cavalcade passed. The 
streets and roads were nicely swept and watered, and at the ferry 
4 largeand comfortably fitted-up boat was in waiting at a jetty 
made expressly for the occasion. Bettoes and barges were in 
waiting for the horses, and carpets laid down for dismounting. 
On returning through Wakayama, the streets were illuminated, 
and coolies with lanterns stationed along the road. Mr. Gower 
and Captain 8t. John availed themselves of an invitation to 
shoot over the Prince’s preserves, and brought back over forty 
head of game. 

On Thursday morning the lady who represented the Princess 
paid a visit to Lady Parkes, who presented her with several ele- 
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gant souvenirs. Sir Harry meanwhile went to take leave of the 
rince. During the morning some very successful groups and 
views of the grounds were taken by Lieut. Holland. At two 
o’clock Sir Harry and Lady Parkes and Mr. Aston took their de- 
parture in the Sylvia, evidently highly gratified with their visit 
to Koshiu. 

It was intended that a review of the troops should have been 
held, but owing to so many being absent in different parts of the 
province it could Hah take place. Some of the companies were 
seen exercising, atid the precision and steadiness with which they 
went through their drill were universally pronounced to compare 
most favourably with European troops, and reflect great credit on 
their instructor, ® gentleman formerly holding a commission in 
the Prussian army. 

Mr. Gower did not return with his Excellency, but remained for 
a few days, and enjoyed some shooting and excursions in the 
neighbourhood. He also paid a visit to H.E. Tzuda, Daisanji, and 
other officials, and on leaving was escorted to Osaka by an officer 
appointed by H.E. All the visitors took away with them a most 
favourable impression of the country and the people ; of the good 
order and discipline that were everywhere observed ; of the sin- 
cere desire of all classes to acquire a knowledge of European arts, 
and of the aptitude evinced by them in learning. 

OPENING OF THE MINT. 

We, Hiogo News, have great pleasure in being able to inform 
our readers that it is the intention of the Government to open the 
Imperial Mint, for the purpose of issuing the new currency, on the 
Japanese New-year’s-day (February 19th, 1871). The copper coin- 
age is now being struck off, and, in the course of about a week, it 
is hoped that the minting of the new dollar will be commenced. 
The time between this and the day of issue is but short, but with 
80 rag @ man as Captain Kinder, the Master of the Imperial 
Mint, there is a good reason to hope that when the anxiously 
looked for day arrives, there will be a sufficient supply of each of 
the new coins to meet all demands.

SARAWAK,

for the purpose of examining several seams of coal which have 
lately been reported to exist by the natives, and to make further 
enquiries relative to the head hunting raids of the Engkias Dyaks 
on the Milikin tribe living on the Sarawak Territory. One seam 
of coal was found cropping out of the Tingah hill, about halfa- 
mile from the Ensingei river, and others on the banks of the 
Sabangan, while up the Simunjan there appears to be a large 
quantity. : . 

When the Simunjan Dyaks were asked why they did not 
report these seams in former days when the Bornco Company 
worked the mines at Ngili, they replied that in those days their 
superstitions led them to believe that some terrible calamity 
would happen to the tribe if the coal was disturbed in the 
jungle, but that now, having proof that nothing was likely to 
occur, they were only too glad to make the coal seams known, and 
were willing to work themselves. As these Dyaka (who number 
about 100 working men) live close by, they will all be available 
as labourers or coal cutters, except at farming time. 

Mr, J. A. St. John was still at Sadong with a ‘party of men 
turning out some coal for trial. 

It is expected that the Government will shortly sell the 
steamer Loyalist, in order to allow free competition between the 
merchants who are now in possession of steamers and are unable 
to run their vessels with any prospect of success so long as the 
Government keeps a vessel on the line. Until now the Govern- 
ment trading steamer has been of great service to the country by 

iving coolies free passages, carrying mails, dc., from Singapore, 
Fut ¢ e principle being wrong that any Government should be 
trammelled and mixed up with mercantile pursuits, and also 
ae rules of free trade, perhaps the sooner such pursuits are 
owed to pass into legitimate channels the better will it be for 
the future prosperity of the country. The question is, whether 
merchants will keep open the communication to Singapore regu- 
larly on liberal principles to the Chinese traders. 

A class of Chinese adults attend every evening at the Mission 
School-house for instruction in English ; Mr. Cooper, the master 
of the Mission School, superintends. The average number pre- 
sent is ten.

According to an official announcement made by the chief of the 
Marine Department in Netherlands India, the commander of the 
Netherlands India baque Elen Bangka has reported that his ship, 
on the 12th November last, twice struck in the Gulf of Siam on a 
hitherto unknown rock, on which there were only eleven feet.of 
water. The eed was then due north of the Kusrovie rocks, which 
could be seen from the deck, and at a distance of from five to six 
sngtiah miles from the same. The danger is placed on the chart 
of the Gulf of Siam, by Richards, Inship and Reed, in 11’ N. Lat. 
and 102 deg. 47’ E. Lon. from Greenwich. 

According to later news from Banjermassing, Wankang and his 
allies can muster 1,600 followers. On the 8th ‘December the gar- 
rison of Banjermassing stood under arms during the whole night, 
in expectation of another attack from him 3 he did not, however, 
make his appearance, probably because he had become aware of 
the warm reception from the troops which was awaiting him. It 
is said that Marabahan, where part of the enemy is posted, will 
be summoned to give up its headman, a brother-in-law of Wan- 
kang, and be burnt to the ground in case of refusal. 

From statements made by a correspondent writing to the Su- 
matra Courant of the 7th December, it would appear that the 
slave trade to Acheen, which had ceased for about two years, is now 
beginning anew. On the west coast of Nias children are kid- 
napped and exported to Acheen ; the parents who make any op- 
position to the kidnappers are murdered. Along a large portion 
of the N.W. coast of Nias noone dares to come to the sea shores 
to fish, or go to the ladangs for the purpose of tilling them. The 
said correspondent naturally urges that energetic measures against 
the slave dealers be taken by the naval authorities at Padang. 

The Padang correspondent of the Vew Batavia Handelsblad of 
the 14th December gives the following account of the effect pro- 
duced on the Europeans and natives at that place by the news 
tbat the Government intended, from probably 1871, to sell Suma- 
tra coffee at Batavia instead of there. Tho news spread like 
wildfire amongst the European community, the Chinese soon 
heard of it, till it at last came to the ears of the Malays. As the 
opinions of all were expressed freely and boldly, and no one de- 
fended the course taken by Government, the comments made on 
the latter were very bitter, especially by the Europeans. The Chi 
nese have also their say, and unceasin ly make comparisons with 
the state of things at Singapore and Pave ; the Malays make 
use of terms handed down from father to son, which I confess 
with regret are anything but flattering to us Netherlanders, 

_if there were good reasons to believe that the coffee would fetch 
nihes prices at Batavia, the transfer of the sales, though di 
able to the P: would be somewhat justifiable ; this is, iw. 
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ever, not the case ; all orders are entrusted to a few persons here 
and competition has been so great of late years that prices were 
driven up to a height far above the real value of the coffee, so that 
the bids made always caused astonishment at Batavia. Moreover, 
buyers here can judge better of the quality of the coffee sold than 
can be done at Batavia ; for in the last fortnight before a sale the 
quality of the coffee has often been altcred by the arrival of better 
sorts. ; 

No one can take it amiss of the people here, Europeans as well 
as Chinese and Malays, that they feel embittered at the news of 
the stopping of the sales; Padang, which is now in a declining 
condition, is threatened with utterruin. Property will fall more 
in value, and the prosperity of the coast will suffer from it. We 
again hear, until we are quite sick of it, reasonings tending 
to show what tke country would become under a better ruling 
system. It would excel even Java in productiveness in a few ‘ 
years. In less than three years the production of coffee would 
be twice what it is now (for the coffee trees are there; hy, 
are, however, not kept clean, and the coffee is not pe ee) 
if the population could dispose freely of the produce an 
bring it to Padang, as had been promised to them by the Govern- 
ment years ago. That promise has not been kept; otherwise we 
would be better off now, and would not have to lament the transfer 
of the sale of a pitiful quantity of coffee, amounting to 150,000 
piculs a-year ; we would be Peveperons, instead of being stared in 
the face by poverty and decline.” 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
oie Teepe 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to January 11. The London mail of December 2 
arrived January 6. 

There is little news of interest. A meeting of the Church 
Council and of the St. Andrew’s Mission had been held under the 
presidency of the Bishop of Labuan and Sarawak. At the latter 
meeting it was resolved to raise £200 per annum, £100 of which 
shall be devoted to the part payment of a missionary’s stipend. 

The criminal session was a heavy one, there being several cases 
of considerable length, though not of much public interest We 
regret to see several Europeans committed for trial for serious 
offences. 

There was a rumour that a German ship had been burnt in the 
neighbourhood of Rhio Straits, by a French war vessel, but it was 
generally discredited. 

The New-year’s-day sports took place with their usual success, 
The regatta consisted of sailing and pulling races for sampans, 
and was contested by a large number of boats. The close 
of the sailing-race presented a most exhilarating scene. Tho 
boats were caught im a squall, just strong enough to enable 
them to bear up under their canvas, and they came bowling in all 
in a cluster, at a spanking rate, ploughing the water before them 
into a perfect sea of foam. The sports on shore afforded amuse- 
ment to a crowd numbering at least 5,000 to 6,000, and through- 
out the afternoon the roadway around the Esplanade was so 
crowded with carriages that the police found their ingenuity and 
patience taxed to the utmost to keep them in order. The weather 
was, on the whole, very favourable. 

Our contemporary the Singapore Daily Times appears to have 
had some misunderstanding with Mr. Reuter, by reason of which 
it has suspended, at least for time, the publication of Reuter’s 
Telegrams. 

The new Government steamer Pluto has arrived from Swansea. 
She will, we hear, becommanded by Captain Bradbery, at present in 
command of the Government steamer Rainbow; an Captain 
Fox, of the Peiho, if not given another post, will probably retire 
on a gratuity of twelve months salary. : 

The following amusing skit on the new steamer Pluto appears 
in the Straits Times :— 

The accommodation intended for his Excellency the Governor 
is distinguished by an air of severe simplicity, s0 much so that it 
might be said that there is a want of air of any sort, save and 
except the foul air from the engine-room and stoke-hole, slightly 
impregnated with bilge water. The exigencies of the climate 
have evidently formed the subject of deep consideration, as the 
smoke from the funnel is allowed to percolate and circulate 
through his Excellency’s state room, thereby effectually clearing 
it of mosquitoes, cockroaches, and other tropical vermin. = 

The passage to this stateroom exhibits proofs of the master 
mind which presided over the draught of the accommodation. 


‘It leads directly through the galley. With a carcful cook fire 


may, possibly, be avoided, but we are strongly of opinion that it 
is more than probable the pots and pans will leave unwelcome 
marks upon his Excellency's vest and pants. Behind the funnel 
there is a patent condenser, calculated to produce 200 gallons of 
warm water a day, but as his Excellency has generally on hand 
a sufficiency of hot water on his own account, this fitting may be 
ook ie as a superfluous commodity, and we recommend it to 
be sold.

The report of the Select Committee to inquire into the state of 
education in the colony has been publish The committee re- 
commend a large extension of vernacular schools, by which are 
meant, not schools such as are now established, where Malay 
children are taught a few verses of the Koran, but schools where 
childsen will be educated in their mother tongue, and where they 
will learn the rudiments of sound knowledge, and to read and 
write in the native and Roman characters. The committee is of 
opinion that a boy, whether he be Chinese or Malay, can make 
no real progress in education until well grounded in his own lan-

It was reported that a native schooner, trading in cattle be- 
tween this port and Singapore, had heen attacked when off Kala 
by a boat with Malays in it. The Malays are said to have robb 
the schooner of about $1,000 in silver aud notes, which was being 
brought here for the purpose of purchasing cattle. The schooner 
hailed the Colonial steamer Rainbow, which passed shortly after 
the event, and reported the matter. It was believed that the 
schooner returned to Singapere, as she had not arrived at this

EXCHEQUER CHAMBER. 
THE BANK OF HINDOSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN V. ALISON. 

This was an action bronght by the bank against the defendant to 
recover calls. There were two questions —first, whether the defendant 
was actually the holder of the shares and whether he was precluded 
from denying that he was a shareholder. The bank had power to issue 
shares representing two millions sterling, but they had amalgamated 
with the Imperial Bank, and then they had issued extra shares, 
doubling the capital of the Bank of Hindostan. In the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas the judgment was given for the defendant. Then there 
was this appeal. 

The Court affirmed the decision of the Court of Common Pleas. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE JOHN GILLESPIE. 

The bankrupt was a merchant, formerly of the firm of Rangel, Gil- 
lespie, and Co. The liabilities amount to £68,000, assets returned at 
£733. This wasa sitting for public examination. Mr. Munns op- 
posed for creditors, and wished for some explanation of the large defi- 
ciency. Mr. Sedgwick, on behalf of the bankrupt, stated that £55,000 
of the liabilities were in respect of calls on shares. 

An adjournment for six weeks was ordered. 

Tae AcRa AND Mastenman'’s Banx.—On the 27th ult. the Lords 
Justices had before them an appeal from a decision of Vice-Chancellor 
Stuart, disallowing the claim of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank in 
respect of certain bills of exchange which were accepted by one of 
the liquidators of the London and Mediterranean Bank after the com- 
mencement of the winding-up. The Court confirmed the docision of 
the Vice-Chancellor, and dismissed the appeal.

Tue North German Lloyd Company have announced that their line 
to the West Indies, Venezuela, and New Granada will be opened on 
March 10, on which day the new steamer King William I. will leave 
Sonthampton for Colon direct, connecting, via Panama, with all ports 
on the west coast of South America, China, and Japan. The King 
William I. will be followed by the Crown Prince Frederick Wiltiam, 
leaving Southampton on April 10, and the Count Bismark on May 10. 

THe Brinpist Rovute.—A correspondent writes to The Times to 
describe the anxiety which he suffered a few wecks ago in travelling 
from London to Brindisi to catch the out-going Peninsular and Ori- 
ental steamer. He was told that the mails and passengers leaving 
London on Friday were sure to catch the steamer on Tuesday ; but he 
found that at Cologne and at Munich, and possibly also at Padua, 
there was the greatest risk of the mails being sent on and the passen- 
gers left behind. ‘‘There is no connection whatever,” he says, ‘“ be- 
tween the departure from Charing-cross and the arrival at Brindisi—a 
distance of 1,800 miles ; and but for the most courteous help of the 
mail agent, I should in all probability have been Jeft behind at Mu- 
nich, and my luggage left behind at Cologne.” All this danger of 
losing the steamship at Brindisi and failing to secure the intended 
passage might, he thinks, be easily avoided. With reference to this 
letter we may remark that we have before pointed out that im view of 
the present system of transit it is unsafe to leavé London at the same 
time as the mail with the object of catching the steamerat Brindisi. 
A hi of at least twelve hours is necossary to kecure absolute cer- 
tainty. ; 

It is announced that the repairs to the Lisbon-Gibraltar section of 
the Falmouth Telegraph have been successfully completed, and that 
the telegraphic communication by the submarine lines has again been 
restored throughout to Egypt, India, &c., and is now in perfect work- 
ing order.

WE have been favoured with a letter from a correspondent, 
giving us his experiences of the Suez Canal, which he re- 
cently passed through. He says its great want is increased 
width. There is not much feor of the depth of water de- 
creasing if the channel is carefully attended to by dredging 
vessels. Twenty-three feet was the least depth of water 
found during our correspondent’s passage, and in some places 
there was twenty-seven feet. It is doubtful if the Canal will 
be of advantage to steamers of small power, but vessels of 
larger power that can contend against the monsoon will be 
able to obtain remunerative freights.

GERMANY. ; 
(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 


Hamepora, Feb. 7. 

The news of the fall of Paris was far from creating that degree of eathu- 
siasm and joy that might have been expected, and which thrilled through 
the country at the capitulation of Sedan, Strasburg, and Metz. At 
Berlin there were no public rejoicings, the show of flags on the houses 
was very meagre, and the illuminations by no means eo brilliant or so 
general as on many similar occasions. Various reasons are assigned for 
what appears at first sight to be a want of patriotism—though that is 
far from being the case. In the first place, the event was seen coming 
nearer every day, so that when it happened no one was taken by sur- 
prise ; secondly, it made a bad impression that the intelligence was not 
received direct from Versailles, but telegraphed from London from the 
statement in The Times; thirdly, the Kivg sent a special telegram to 
say that the ‘‘ Victoria,” or the usual salute of 101 guns consequent on 
any victory or other joyful event, was not to he fired, and this gave rise 
to such an amount of grumbling and discontent at Berlin, that the Em- 
peror has thought proper to reconsider the matter, and in announcing 
to the Empress-Queen that Bourbuki’s army was pushed over the frontier 


‘| into Switzerland, and had been obliged to take refuge on neutral terri- 


tory, where they were disarmed and interned, he gave orders to have 
the Victoria salute fired; and lastly, it was a sad and bitter disappoint- 
ment to learn at the same time that there wasto be no triumphant entry 
of the German armies into Paris, as a reward for their admirable patience 
and courage during the whole of the siege. This feeling, though no doubt 
equally keenly experienced by the troops, was subdued and kept down 
by the spirit of discipline that animates ol rariks of the army, and it 
prevented any murmuring on their part; but their relatives and families 
at home were not bound to show the same reticence, and, therefore, 
much grumbling wus heard and complaints uttercd at the hardship and 
injustice of depriving the soldiers of that crowning gratification of march- 
ing into the enemy's capital with colours flying and bands playing, to 
which, from the very commencement of the war, (hey had been looking 
forward with such supreme delight. The popular mind was not able to 
understand the feeling of moderation and delicacy that, no doubt, pre- 
vented such a useless display of power and animated the Emperor of 
Germany, that France was sufficiently humiliated and ruined, if not in 
their own eyes at Icast in the cstimation of all Europe. I must, however, 
in fairness add that the other larger cities of Germany did not participate 


| in the gloomy views of the inhabitants of the capital ; for at Dresden, 


Manich, Cologne, Breslau, and Frankfort the enthusiasm and joy of the 
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ae were intense; the flagging general, and the illuminations brilliant 
in the extreme. Nor were they less so hore at Hamburg, 

When the officiul telegram arrived it was printed and circalated by 
the authorities, and read aloud amidst vociferous cheering in the Exe 
change Rooms, the clubs, and the coffee-houses, and otber places of pub- 
lic resort, the only persons who were dispirited and looked glum being 
the French officers, prisoners of war in this city, who affected not to be- 
lieve in the possibility of Paris capitulating, and that the great city lay 
at the mercy of its enemies. The display of bunting on the houses and 
the shipping was greater than JT had ever before seen, and on many of 
the flag-staffs were three or more flags of different colours, which made 
the scene remarkably gay. At noon a salute of 101 guns was fired, and 
at foar p.m. ali the singing clubs, numbering more than a thousand young 
men, joined their voices, on the great square behind the Exchange, in 
singing first Luther's beautiful hymn of ‘ Nun dauket Alle Gott,” and 
then a selection of patriotic compositions, among which was, of course, 
the popular “ Wacht am Rhein.” The illuminations were general, but 
in our quarter of the town not so effective as on the last occasion—the 
cepture of Napoleon— as the lights could not be reflected in the basin of 
the Alster, which was frozen over and covered by snow ; but, asa set off, 
many public-spirited citizens, defying the cold and piercing wind, dis- 
eharged a good display of rockets, Bengal Jights, and other fireworks 
from the centre of the basin. The next day the Senate.convened the 
Burgerschaft to obtain their consent to granting Count Bismark and 
Count Moltke the highest distinction this Republic has to bestow—the 
Honorary Freedom'of the City—which proposal, I need scarcely add, was 
passed unanimously and with loud cheering. 

I believe there is not a word of foundation for the canard that has 
heen going the round of the papers, stating that one of the German de- 
mauds is the cession and transfer of Pondicherry, near Madras. If any 
colonial territory is to be ceded at all, it is much more probable that it 
would be Saigon and French Cochin-China, where the Germans could es- 
tablish a naval station, it being on the high read to Chine aad Japan. 
The idea has been ventilated nore then once by the merchants, Cham- 
bers of Commerce, and the press in this country ; but I need scarcely 
gay that Count Bismark koows how to keep his secrets till the right 
time arrives for revealing them. If he lays any stress on deferring to 
public opinion, he will demand as one of the conditions of peace the 
transfer of some of the French ships of war. This is a subject on which 
public opinion has been very loudly and strongly expressed, partly to 
weuken the French navy and partly to prevent the recurrence of the 
humiliating blockade to which we were exposed in the autumn from two 
formidable fleets of fronclads in the North Sea and Baltic. It has beea 
(reely circulated that the delivering up of twenty first-class ironclad 
frigates is demanded as one of the conditions, but this is put forth more 
a8 a feeler for the public than as emanating from the Imperial Chan- 
cellor himself. It would no doubt be of infinite advantage to Germany, 
though it might create the jealousy of John Bull, and be considered as 
a standing menace to British sapremacy on the seas. 

4 letter from Versailles mentions the arrival there of ten Japanese 
officers to study the art of European warfare. They are mostly young 
men. They are to have an audience of the Emperor in a day or two; 
in the meantime, though they came too late to witness the bombard- 
ment and the sorties from the garrison of Paris, an officer has been 
given to accompany them everywhere and give them all the information 
they require. The writer of the letter considers the arrival of this mili- 
tary embussy from the Far East as a subject of importance and self- 
congratulation, as it shows how the German victories have become 
known to the uttermost ends of the earth, and wi command a com- 
mensurate increase of respect and political influence. 

A eommittee has been formed in this city for collecting subscriptions 
for the purpose of presenting General von Werder with a silver gilt 
shield, decorated with military symbols and uttributes, as a testimony 
of recognition of his brilliant services in his musterly retreat to Belfort, 
and then, by taking the offensive, forcing Bourbeki’s army to save them- 
selves from being cut off by escaping to Switzerland. 

Herr W. von Pustau, of Altona, has just received a fresh proof of the 
confidence reposed in him by his fellow-citizens, who have eleeted him 
tobe a Member of the Municipal Council. Ho was introduced last 
week, and immediately took the oaths and his seat.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENTS.) 


Rorrerpam, Feb. 8. 

Tho greatest dulness still prevails in politics, and the only subject of 
discussion is—when will the Parliament meat? Even the fact that 
Messrs. H. J. Smidt and J. P. Bredius (both Liberals) have been 
elected at Assen and Dordrecht has passed without comment. The 
Liberal papers did not beat the great drum before the election, as they 
used to do, and when the victory was won they only stated the fact— 
nothing more. This is really very much appreciated by the public, the 
general opinion being that nothing is more tedious than articles filled 
up with the bad or good qualitics of the candidates. But nevertheless 
these things are so unusual, the dulacss is so intense, that peuple are 
of opinion that a storm must follow. Those, however, who do not care 
about politics, provided that they are not obliged to pay more taxes 
than they used to do—and their number is cnormous—look more after 
the daily statistics of those who are attacked by orwhohave died of small- 
pox, or after the rise of water in the rivers, For some days a thaw has 
prevailed, and from some quarters we hear that there is reason to fear 
inundation, which, of course, would be most disastrous. The Govern- 
ment has taken energetic measures to prevent the pushing up of the ice 
by the use of torpedoes. Time will show if this will prove effectual. 
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Some months ago I mentioned that a commission had been consti- 
tuted to promote the welfare of ‘‘ Multatuli,” the author of Maz Have- 
laar, an able but strange man, with whom some are, however, so enthu- 
siastic that Mr. Anton Boelen entitles him in the Java Bode “a modern 
Christ.” ‘‘ Multatuli” lives by his pen, but his earnings are compara- 
tively small—not enough to maintain himself and his family. Without 
doubt this gentleman has done a good deal to enlighten the public with 
regard to onr colonial policy ; and remembering this, the public was in- 
clined to contribute to a “ Multatulf’ fund. Some money was contri- 
buted, but Mr. Dowes Dekker (“ Multatuli” is, of course, only his nom 
de plume) became 60 arrogant that his friends were obliged to give up 
their task, and the “ Multatuli’”’ committee is dissolved. 

The Almelo Chamber of Trade has addressed the Minister of the 
Colonial Department a memorial that he would maintain the protestive 
system as much as possible when the East India tariff is revised. — The 
Chamber is—contrary to the opinion of the Twenteche Vereeniging—of 
opinion that our cotton indu: cannot compete suceessfylly with that 
of England unless the differential duties aye maintained in our Colonies. 
What a chance for our impressionable Minister Van Bosse ; of course he 
will seize upon this address ‘‘ with both hands,” in order to delay or to 
prevent a liberal revisal of the Tariff, which, as you know, was promised 
by Mr. de Waal, the former Minister of the Colonial Department. 


The greatest dulness prevailed in our stock markets. The general tone, 
however, is somewhat better under the influence of the jast war re- 
ports. There has already been ag upward tendency, and notwithstanding 
that the Bank rate remains unaltered, the quotation in the open market 
is somewhat higher. 

Tt has made a somewhat painful impression that Mr. van La has 
been appointed our Ambassador ad interim at the Court of St. James. 
It seemszas if we have yo able diplomytist to fill this important post 
in these difficult times. .

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THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

In vivid contrast to Mr. Hansury’s singular composition, 
appears the simple and affecting narrative of a visitor to the 
scene of the awful butchery at Tientsin, four months after 
its perpetration, which was published in The London and 
China Telegraph of the 6th. We need not pain our readers 
in the Far East by repeating in all their harrowing minute- 
ness the details of an atrocity which we would not even re- 
mind them of but for the paramount necessity of preventing 
any repetition of similar crimes. We will content ourselves 
‘with giving a few quotations which may contain some 
new information, and which, we believe, even Mr. Hansury 
will hardly be able to read without emotion. The corre- 
spondent of the Telegraph draws attention to certain “ heaps 
. of rubbish,” which, “ seeing that there are five Sisters yet 
unaccounted for, it may be well to have turned over”—to 
say nothing of “twenty or thirty girls and boys, who most 
“probably sought refuge in the vaults, and there perished in 
“the flames, clinging in death to their foster-sisters,” the 
nuns. He tells how, while “vespers were being sung, 
“ youth being educated, and the sick cured, a hellish plot 
‘was being concocted under their very eaves for the exter- 
“mination of foreigners—the lanes in the vicinity being 
“barricaded the previous day to prevent their escape.” 
The cause for which they suffered did not, however, expire 
with these victims of Chinese greed. The Catholio Cathe- 
dral, the French Consulate, and the London Mission-house, 
at Tientsin, we are told, are still in ruins ; yet, already 
‘several new priests are here for this and the neighbour- 
“hood, and, doubtless, also, Sisters will be at their post next 
“ Spring, when the buildings are restored.” Mr. Hanpury 
will do well to take this last fact to heart. It is not in his 
power to check the progress of Christianity, or stamp out 
religious liberty, in China; all that he can expect as the 
result of his pleading, and the compliments with which he 
would have Counc How overwhelmed, will be to accelerate 
. the repetition ‘of a similar outrage at the earliest oppor- 
tunity when the mandarins can find foreign victims to sacri- 
fice, “ common people” to turn into martyrs for the crime, 
aod English apologists, like himself, to “write their sins in 
water.” All these but the last, we believe Caune How may 
find without difficulty—but the last he must not expect to 
meet again. Mr. Hanpury may rest assured that in his 
view of the present question he will be as completely with- 
out a successor as he is now without a sympathiser among 
his countrymen. 


THE QUEEN’S SPEECH ON CHINA. 

The clause in the QureEN’s Speech in which mention is 
made of China is the most unsatisfactory paragraph in that 
vague and wordy composition. We have heard so much of 
’ the “conciliatory and forbearing spirit” in which our Go- 
vernment are disposed to deal with the Chinese that we feel 
that it is now more than time that the policy indicated 
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should be put into some definite shape, and that we should 
be told decidedly what it is, and what it is to accomplish. 
So far as it has been explained already, it is a mere political 
eupbuism for allowing injuries and insults to pass without 
redress, and for leaving our countrymen and their trade in a 
position of growing insecurity. Our energetic and thought. 
ful merchants caunot snrely sit down patiently under the in- 
sulting disregard of their just claims, while every interest dear 
to them as men and citizens is menaced with ruin, and while 
all perceive that the inevitable consequence of the present 
vacillating policy will be to drift into a war, which can only 
be averted by the timely exhibition of a resolute determina- 
tion to hold the Chinese Government to the strict terms of 
their engagements with us. Our own commercial commu- 
nity is so thoroughly unanimous, and has so long been 
agreed upon the course that ought to be pursued, that it 
would be impertinent and idle for us now to repeat argu- 
ments of which we have so long been tbe sincere exponents. 
Our only object now is to press upon our readers, and espe- 
cially upon those of them who possess Parliamentary influ- 
ence, that a few plain and well-directed questions to the 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs will have the effect of 
clearing up the doubts that exist concerning the real animus 
of the Government in reference to the Tientsin Massacre, the 
mission of Cuuna How, and other pressing facts; and we 
hope that an opportunity so valuable will not be neglected, 
or postponed till a later period in the session. 


THE DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR SERVICE. 

WE understand that Sir Harry Parkes h 1s obtained leave 
of absence, and will leave Japan for England in the coming 
spring, Mr. Apaws, the Secretary of Legation assuming tem- 
porarily the duties of Envoy and Minister Plenipotentiary. 
Baron von SIEBOLD, late Japanese Secretary to the Legation, 
has resigned and taken service from the Japanese Govern- 
ment asa Special Commissioner in Europe. Mr. Mirrorp, 
Second Secretary to the Legation, is at present in England 
on leave, but will, we believe, shortly return to his post. 

Sir Epuunp Hornsy, Judge of the Supreme Court at 
Shanghai, is now in England, and, it is understood, will not 
return. Mr. Goopwin, the Deputy-Judge, holds the appoint- 
ment temporarily, but it is rumoured that Sir Epuunp’s 
post will be conferred on a Barrister now in the home ranks. 
Mr. Hannen, brother of Sir James HanNen, now in practice 
in Shanghai as a Barrister, is, according to ramour, to have 
the appointment of Law Consul at Yokohama, but this also 
may ultimately fall to a home Barrister. 

There is no doubt now as to Mr. Wape remaining at 
Peking so long as the present Government hold office, but on 
the arrival of Sir Harry Parkes it is believed that both the 
Diplomatic and Consular appointments in China and Japan 
will undergo a revision. At present there is scarcely a Con- 
sul or Vice-Consul holding the appointment for which he 
stands in the official list. The post of Consul at Shanghai, 
held by Mr. MepHurst, has not been confirmed, although 
Mr. WincHEsTER resigned a year since. It is certainly a 
piece of injustice to the Consular staff to keep these appoint- 
ments so long in an unsettled state. 


THE screw steamer Lord of the Isles, Captain RoBinsox, 
has wade a fine run home, and clearly proved that her power 
is sufficient for the accomplishment of a rapid passage 
Leaving Shanghai on the 15th Dec., with about 1,400 ton. 
tea, 165 bales silk, and 132 boxes of silver, valued at 
Tle. 425,900, she touched at Hong Kong, taking on board 
230 tons sundries, and left on the 19th, arriving at Sinya- 
pore on the 26th, taking on board about 1,210 tons general 
cargo, and leaving on the 29th for Penang, at which port 
she took in 250 tons cargo, leaving on the lst January for 
Suez, at which port she arrived on 220d January, then thirty- 
eight days from Shanghai. Passing the Cana, she left Port 
Said on 25th, coaling at Malta, and arriving in the Downs 
on the 10th inst, thus completing the passage in fifty-seven 
days, including all stoppages. She brings about ten 
sengers, and, we believe, is to leave again for Shanghai and 
Hankow on lst March, calling at Singapore only. 


A paRaGRAPH which was quoted in our issue of the 
6th inst., as part of the usual mail summary, from the Daily 
Press, bearing upon our Hong Kong contemporary’s view 
of trade in Hong Kong, was transferred to the columns of 
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the Pall Mall on the 9th, with the following observations, 
evidently calculated to mislead its readers into the helief that 
the sentiments were our own :—“ This entirely accords with 
“ the article in the Hd inburgh, as to the progress of trade 
“in China, which the London and China Express treated 
“asa libel, devoid of foundation, and merely evidencing 
“ rancorous ill-will on the part of the writer against the 
* merchants.” We only draw attention to this matter in 
order to show the desperate expedients to which the Philo- 
Chinese party must be reduced when, instead of meeting our 
editorial arguments, it endeavours to throw discredit on 
them by foisting on us the responsibility of the authorship 
of a paragraph which we duly quoted. 


Ir is a pitiable illustration of the utter want, either of 
information or candour, on the part of the Dutch Govern- 
ment, that the news of the plot to murder the Governor of 
Java, and take possession of the island, which we reported 
in the London and China Telegraph of January 9, should 
have been ignored by the Dutch Minister of the Colonies at 
the time when it was a fact patent to all the world besides. 
Now that the discovery of the plot has been verified beyond 
cavil, it will be instructive to observe how the Dutch autho- 
rities deal with an awkward fact which it is clear that they 
tried to suppress, and what reforms they propose for the 
prevention of similar revolutionary movements in the future. 
It seems to us a very distinct proof of the bad administration 
of affairs throughout Java. 


We understand that, ‘on the recommendation of Sir 
Ranatp Martin, M.D., the Rev. Canon Beraog, Colonial 
Chaplain at Hong Kong, has obtained an extension of leave 
from Jan. 14 to April 14, without salary, for the purpose of 
deciding whether it will be advisable for him at the expira- 
tion of that period to return to his duties. In the meantime, 
he has accepted the post of Principal Chaplain to the Forces 
in Dublin ; the appointment at Aldershot, which was offered 
him in June last, having been filled before the state of his 
health permitted him to resume active service. 


Tue steamer Belgian, with a portion of the cable to be laid 
from Singapore to Hong Kong, has sailed, via Suez Canal, 
and will be followed in a few days by the Kangaroo and 
Minia. It is expected that the cable will be completed and 
ready for use early in May, before which time the cable of 
the Great Northern Company will also be completed from 
Hong Kong to Shanghai, affording through communication 
from London to Shanghai. The question of landing a shore 
end for Saigon, en route to Hong Kong, is still undecided, 
owing to the unsettled condition of France. 








Tae Japanese Prince, HigasHi Fusaimt No Mryva, who ar- 
rived by the P. aud O. route from Yokohama, accompanied 
by Mr. W. G. Aston, an interpreter of the British Legation, 
is, we believe, an uncle of the Mikado. His visit to Eng- 
land, with a numerous suite, is for the purpose of acquiring 
our language, arts, sciences, and mode of ‘government. The 
Baron von SIEBOLD, now in this country on a mission from 
the Japanese Government, will assist the Prince in carrying 
out these intentions. 





A CORRESPONDENT, whose letter appeared in our last, 
called attention to the omission of the Shanghai Consular 
Report. We understand that the cause of this was owing 
to its late arrival in London from Shanghai. This was 
possibly caused by the custom of forwarding these returns 
first to the Minister at Peking. 


THE reply to the Memorial of the merchants, &c., in- 
terested in the China trade, to the Postmaster-General will 
be found below. Of course the reduction in postage has 
not been granted, and it will be necessary to bring the 
matter before Parliament. 


REPLY OF THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL TO THE 
MEMORIAL. 
General Post-office, London, Feb. 7, 1871. 

Srez,—The Postmaster-General has had under consideration the Me. 
morial from bankers, merchants, brokers, newspaper proprietors, and 
others engaged in the trade of India, China, and Australia, which you 
presented to the Marquis of Hartington on the 27th December last, 
asking fora reduction of the charge at present made on newspapers, 
prices current, or similar publications forwarded to the East Indies, 
China, or Australia, via Brindisi. 

In reply, Iam directed to inform you that it has been a soarce of 
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much regret to the Post-office that, while reducing the postage on let- 
ters to and from the East sent by the route of Brindisi, it was not 
possible to lower the charge on newspapers, books, and patterns, 
owing to the combined transit rates which this office has to pay to 
Belgium, Germany, and Italy. 

When the Indian mails were sent via Marseilles only a French 
transit rate of postage was payable on the correspondence contained 
in such mails; but, since the alteration of route, the mails have to 
be conveyed overland—a distance of 1,600 miles—passing through 
re onaen States, and the cost of transit has been more than 

oubled. 

To defray the extra charge it has been found necessary to raise the 
postage on a newspaper of four ounces from threepence to fourpence ; 
and, even at this rate the British Post-office receives, for its inland 
and sea service combined, an average of leas than a penny for each 
newspaper ; and, under these circumstances, the Postmaster-General 
regrets that he is unable to reduce the postage below its present amount. 

Mr. Moneell desires me to state that if after this explanation you 
still wish for an interview, he will be happy to receive you. 

With reference to the second paragraph of the Memorial which 
states that ‘‘ By far the greatest part of the commercial correspondence 
of manufacturers and brokers is carried on by periodical publications 
or prices current, and that a charge of fourpence on such is a grievous 
tax upon their business,” I'am to point out that prices current, or 
other printed papers can be sent as book-packets, at a charge of two- 
pence, if not exceeding one ounce in weight, and that many prices 
current do not exceed that weight.—I am, Sir, your most obedient 
servant, Joun Tiuuey.

The History of England from the Earliest to the Present Time. By 
Sir Edward S. Creasy, M.A., Vols. I, and II. London: James 
Walton. 

Farther reference to this history, of which we gave a short prelimi- 
nary notice on ita publication a few weeks ago, convinces us that it 
is recommended by one original and distinguishing excellence—it 
bears on its face the proof that it is written by a man who, living in 
the nineteenth century, ventures to judge of past events in the spirit 
of an enlightened period. Most of the compendious histories of by- 
gone times that we have seen are generally vapid, dry, and barren 
records—wanting the graphic and minute fidelity of contemporary 
literature, and equally deficient of the spirit of the age of the modern 
writer. With this peculiar merit, which is conspicuous in the present 
work, Sir Edward Creasy has combined great industry of research, 
and he has enriched his narrative with much valuable and apparently 
original observation. We have strong temptation to extract from the 
chapters, ‘‘John and the Great Charter,” and “Edward the First and the 
Constitution,” but our limits compel us to resist the attractions of one of 
the most spirit-stirring histories we have yet read ; and we must con- 
tent ourselves with recommending our readers to study it for them- 
selves, convinced that the freshneas of the style, and the evident can- 
dour of the writer, will more than compensate for occasional quaint- 
ness or rather crabbedness of diction. We are not sure, however, that this 
last-named peculiarity is not a recommendation to the book—it some- 
times gives new zest to the reader when the subjects under narration 
might otherwise be uninteresting, or at least too familiar to be entered 
npou with much expectation of enjoyment. We shall look forward’to the 
appearance of the next volumes, in which Sir Edward Creasy will have 
to treat of reigns nearer to our own time, with confidence that he will 
not only have something new to tell us about them, but that he will 
tell that something impartially and pithily. 

Tales of old Japan. By A. B. Mitford. London: Macmillan and 
Co.—We must content ourselves with noticing the publication of this 
scholarly and valuable work on the present occasion, reserving 
criticism of its literary contents for a future opportunity. We may, 
however, say that the volumes before us, besides being well got up, 
are illustrated by engravings, which, besides being of native design, 
were cut on wood by a Japanese, and are therefore genuine and 
unique specimens of art, as wellas conveying singularly suggestive 
impressions of the scenes they are supposed to depict. 


The Colonial-office List and the Foreign-office List for 1871. Lon- 
don: Harrigon, 59, Pall-mall.—These very valuable annuals fully 
maintain the reputation of their predecessors, and will be found full of 
valuable information to all who have friends in the services, or whose 
business brings them into contact with them. Both works are beauti- 
fally printed, and illustrated with new maps. 


Art, Pictorial and Industrial. London: Sampson Low and Mars- 
ton.—The February number of this journal fully sustains the reputa- 
tion which it has earned by the excellences displayed in former issues. 
The illustrations include reproductions of a sketch by W. Cave Thomas 
of the bust of Cromwell in the National Portrait Gallery ; of Mr. 
J. Burgess’s picture, ‘A Little bit of Scandal,” which is being ex- 
hibited at the French Gallery for the benefit of the distressed French 

try ; and of an engraving from “ Philosophy,” one of Raffaelle’s 
rescoes at the Vatican. The literary contents are fally equal in merit 
tothe artistic; among them we must notice in particular an article 
by W. W.E., containing some bold suggestions for “ Hausmannising” 
London. We should be glad to see the ideas expressed practically 
carried out. 

The War Correspondence of the Daily News. London: Mac- 
millan and Co.—This volume is a reprint of the graphic sketches 
which obtained for the journal to which they were contributed a 
marked pre-eminence during the progress of the campaign now 
closed. The present work, which is well printed, and illustrated with 
some usefal mape,.gives the history of the war from the origin of hea- 
tilities to.the retreat of the Army of the Loire, 
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The telegrams from China report a deficit of ten million pounds 
in the export of Tea as compared with the corresponding period 
Jast year, but according to special messages, it seems that a large 
quantity of common Tea was being bought up for shipment, which 
would bring the export up to 135 millions, or only four short of 
last year. According to general opinion, the present consumption 
does not require such an export, but with the termination of the 
war, considerable orders may be expected If the common ship- 
ments, however, include “ Maloo Mixture,” the result will be a 
heavy loss. 

The export of shirtings to Shanghai is very large. The Sea 
Gull (str.) takes over eight million yards, and the Agamemnon 
(str.) nearly ten, This is the largest quantity on board of one 
vessel on record. The total export to Shanghai for January is 
about 42,000,000 yards. It isto be hoped that the trade at 
Tientgin will be in full play and the demand larger this season. 

At the adjourned meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Lieber 
and Rogerson, India and China merchants, of Manchester and 
London, Mr. Halliday was appointed to investigate the accounts 
and report to a future meeting. 

The liquidators of the China Steamship and Labuan Coal Com- 
pany—Sir James Elphinstone and Mr. Gibbons (official) —propose 
afinal dividend of 1s.10d.on all claims bearing interest. Theamount 
already paid, after collecting from each unfortunate shareholder 
the full liability of £20 per share, is only 19s.in the pound. The 
whole of the subscribed capital, amounting to about a quarter of 
million, has therefore been dost. 

At the meeting of the shareholders of the Universal Ma- 
rine Insurance Company (Limited) the principal facts men- 
tioned by the chairman were that the net premiums of the 
underwriting account amounted to £282,000, or within £1,000 of 
what they were for the same period last year ; while the amount 
paid for loss was £22,000 less in the past twelve months than in 
the previous year, and showed a still more marked improvement 
on the year before. With respect to the position of the company 
in regard to pagt years, the underwriting account of 1867 showed 
& profit of £80,000; and the year 1868 would leave about £10,000 
more. There was now more than £100,000 in hand on that ac- 
count, and almost the whole of that would be profit to the com- 
pany, and there was every probability that the year 1869 would 
leave as large a profit as 1867. The amount outstanding on 
the year 1870, when the books were made up at the end of 
the year, was £4,800,000. Since that time more than one 
million had run off, and the losses had been very moderate. 
‘The whole amount underwritten for the year 1870 was twenty- 
one millions, against twenty millions in 1869. The vacancy at 
the board was filled up by the election of Mr. W. J. Thompson, of 
the firm of Messrs. William James and Henry Thompson, weil 
known in the China trade. We may mention that the shares of 
the company stand at over 100 per cent. premium. 

Overtures have recently been made to Sir Daniel A. Lange, by 
persons of distinction in this country, with a view to induce him 
to form e Board of English Direetors in London, in connection 
‘with the Suez Canal, in order to give them, in conjunction with 
himself, a voice in the management of the company’s affairs, 
and at the same time an additional amount of capital. Rea- 
sons were urged to prove that such a combination would 
give greater security for the future efficient maintenance of 
the canal, in which the commerce of this country has by 
far the greatest stake. Although Sir D. Lange could not 
concur with all the reasons which were put forward, and main- 
tained great reserve upon others, it is nevertheless with pleasure 
that we are enabled to state that he frankly expressed his readi- 
ness to assent to any legitimate arrangement as suggested, which 
would tend to benefit England and harmonise with the interests 
of the Suez Canal, adding that it would be premature to go fur- 
ther into the matter, in the absence of his friend M. de Lesseps 
(who is now shut up ia Paris), and without whose full knowledge 
and consent he would not wish to take any steps or make any 
pledge. His views were received with general approbation, and 
seemed to give great satisfaction to all present. . .

The Board of Trade Returns, in a much improved form, have 
been issued for January, and they are henceforth to appear on the 
7th of each month, or about three weeks earlier than hitherto. On 
the present occasion they afford striking evidence of the paralysis 
of trade consequent upon the Paris catastrophe, the total declared 
value of our exportations having been only £11,458,039, against 
£13,923,185 in the corresponding month of last year—a falling 
off of nearly 18 per cent. Compared with January, 1869, also > 
the reduction is 16 per cent. In nearly every department of busi- 
neas there seems to have been a suspension of operations. Among 
the articles of leading importance only two figure for an increase— 
haberdashery 1 per cent., and silk manufactures 55 per cant., owing 
in both cases chiefly to the American demand. The stoppage of fo- 
reign industry is shown by the diminution in the shipments of 
the various kinds of yarns. In linen yarn it has been 68 per 
cent., in woollen yarn 65 per cent., and in cotton yarn 40 per 
cent, As regards cotton manufactures, the result has been com- 
paratively less unfavourable, owing to large consignments to 
China and Brazil, and in this case the falling off has been 9 per 
cent. in value, but only fractional in quantity. The other items 
of decrease are—coal, 24 per cent.; earthenware, 40 per cent. ; 
hardware, 27 per cent, ; iron manufactures, 30 per cent. ; linen 
manufactures, 31 per cent.; machinery, 82 per cent.; woollen 
manufactures, 17 per cent.; and miscellaneous articles, 17 per 


cent. As regards the importations of the month, it appears that 
the receipts of cotton were 2,035,356 cwt., valued at £7,059,120, 
against only 794,102 cwt., valued at £4,411,463, in January, 1870. 
The usual summary of the figures referring to the trade with the 
Far East will appear in our next issue.

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
TEA. 

The market has been steady, but without much activity. There has 
been bat little alteration in prices, common Teas remaining excep- 
tionally dull, the demand chiefly running on fair to good medium 
kinds of Congou, of which there has been a fair quantity sold. The 
official returns for last year have been published, showing the total de- 
livery for home consumption to have been 117,431,179 lbs., and for 
export and stores $0,838,768 lbs., making 148,269,947 Ibs. in all. 

The following is from Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden’s 
Circular :—A moderate business has been transacted the past fort- 
night—during the early part at easier prices—but the market closes 
abont on a par with opening rates, except for red-leaf of the grades 
inferior flavoury to Kaisow kinda, supplies the last few days being 
heavy, and some anxiety shown to be making sales. Common to fair 
black-leaf Congou has been in more request for shipping, and finest 
for home consumption, but business is curtailed by the strong views of 
holders. Latest telegrams from Hong Kong extend to 25th January, 
and oe the export 119,000,000 Ibs. Deliveries for the firat month 
stand thus :—

Souchong: The 
bu!k offered has been of the fair to medium grades at Js. 1d. to Is. 6d. 
per Ib. Oolong: no change. Scented Tea: Canton Orange Pekoe, 
no alteration in good common to medium, supplies being small, but 
fine atrong Scented has been sold at 1s. 5d. to 1s. 7d. per lb. Caper: 
there is little in first hands, and next arrivals will meet with ready 
sale. Foochow Orange Pekoe: The quality has been falling off, and 
gales are reported down to 1s. 4d. per lb. 

Garen.—There has not been the quantity offered as previously ad- 
vised, but cheap parcels have been secured when importers have been 
desirous to close invoices.

SILK. - 

Mesars. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co. report as follows :— 

Without at any moment displaying activity, the market has been 
steady and firm, with a very fair daily business. The demand has 
been chiefly for China and Canton Silk, and prices of both sorts have 
stiffened, and may be quoted, generally, 6d. higher. The capitulation 
of Paris, and the armistice which has succeeded that event, have had 
bat little real effect upon the market, but there is little doubt that peace 
would greatly stimulate business; importers are very firm, and show 
every determination to secure the full quotations of the day. Japan 
Silk has, within the last few days, been morc inquired for, but only 
at low rates.
